As for the hijackers functioning in the uS,[_]believes that they learned about getting 
apartments, ID, cars, etc. from reading books and periodicals. The hijackers probably 


had some type of contact with hundreds of people.[___]states he is “pretty confident” | 
that the plot was planned and developed overseas. He describes the hij ackers as well- 


trained, using tradecraft, and being highly disciplined. As any foreigner would, they 
gravitated toward communities with people from their own culture.
